1 . The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: the Examiner has not 
found any prior art that would render obvious the claimed method and apparatus for assigning 
PRN codes to a pseudolite including the availability calculator for determining unreceivable 
satellites and the subsequent use of identifications corresponding to the unreceivable satellite to 
identify a pseudolite transmitter.
